Livestock in Alberta 
Farm Wealth Is No Longer Com- 
puted in’ Terms of Wheat 

Alone : 

The present prosperity of Southern 
Alberta is attributed in large degree 
to heavy marketing of livestock’ by 
farmers and ranches last fall. More 
than 100,000 head of ‘Hvestock, mostly 
cattle, were sent to market, with an 
average return ‘of $50 a head. This 
means that $5,000,000 in new money 
was brought ‘into ithe <district, all of 
which found its way into the regular 
channels of circulation. 

From August 1 to December. 31, 
5,200 carloads, containing 133,000 
head “of livestock, were shipped’ over 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
principal railway feeder of -this sec- 
tion of the province, More than 1,100 
head were handled a day, or at-the 
rate of 40 carloads or one ‘trainload. 
For extended periods, the livestock 
movement averaged more than 100 
carloads a day. It is estimated that 
more than half the shipments went to 
Chicago; 25 per cent, went to Cal- 
gary, Winnipeg and other Canadian 
points, while the remaining 23° per 
cent. represented shipments from one 
point to another for feeding purposes. 
Approximately 100,000 head of live- 
stock passed out of the hands of 
Southern Alberta farmers on a basis 
of cash sales, 

Western Canadian farm wealth is 
no longer computed in terms of wheat 
alone. It is estimated that the total 
number of cattle handled by the Win- 
nipeg stockyards during 1919 was 370,- 
000 head, an increase of 50,000 over 
that of the year before. The receipts 
totalled $35,000,000, The amount of 
business handled by the stockyards at 
Edmonton and Calgary was propor- 
tionately as great. The year was the 
greatest in livestock marketing that 
Western Canada has ever known, - 


each hundred ewes on this farm. 
“The other case is somewhat differ- 
‘jent, but illustrates another way in 
which good profits can be made with 
sheep. H. Honens purchased 350 
Oxford lambs at the stockyards ~at 
Calgary last October and sent them 
to his farm at High River, Alberta, 
The average weight of the lambs at 
the time of purchase was 55 pounds,, 
and the price paid ten cents a pound. 
For some weeks. they were run on 
the stubble and grass, and afterwards 
fed with hay and oat sheaves. After 
alittle more than cight weeks’ feed- 
ing, during which period they. made 
an average gain of thirty pounds,:they, 
Were sold. After deducting all expen-; 
ses, Mr. Honens me 2 Profit of 
$1,300. 

No expensive buildings are requir- 
ed for sheep in Western Canada. A 
good straw shed, open to the south, 
with corral enclosure, will provide all 
the shelter that is required in most 
parts of the country, 

The sheep industry in the Prairie 
Provinces of Canada is becoming in- 
creasingly important every year. More 
farmers are constantly getting into 
the business, while those who have 
already made a. beginning are adding 
to their flocks as fast as they can,

Do Not Get Thelr Fair Share of Price 
Paid By Consumer 

Two prime reasons are given by 
the: farmers for the small profit of 
agriculture. One is that they do not 
get their fair share of the price paid 
by the consumer, Farm products in- 
crease from 100 to 400 per cent. above 
what is paid the producer before the 
consumer gets them.

_ To Declare Her 
Rights in World 


Rehoboths Welcome 
British Protection 


The New York World ina recent 
editorial says:. 

The word-mongering and plirase- 
making at Washington have spread 
into Canada like a contagion, and the 
Dominion house of commons is pain- 
fully interpreting Senator Lodge’s in- 
terpretation of that clause of the lea- 
gue covenant which gives Great Brit- 
ain and its dependencies six votes. 

As the president of the privy 
council views the matter, the reser- 
vatlon adopted by the United States 
senate docs more than deprive 
Canada of a vote in the Teague when 
some portion of ‘the British Empire 
Is in disagreement with the United 
States, a principle which applies to all 
members engaged in ‘disputes, and to 
which he offers no objections. What 
he condemns is the apparent denial 
that Canada fs a nation, and ‘the pur- 
pose of certain United States senators 
to relegate it to its former colonial 
status, 

“If the United States is to tatify 
the peace treaty on any condition 
impairing the independence of Can- 
ada, he said, that country, already a 
signatory, will refuse its assent, and 
if through any influence Great Bri- 
tain should fall in with such a propo- 
sition, Canada will withdraw from the 
league at once, 

“Here we have an ultimatum for 
London no less than for Washington, 
and there is a good ‘deal ofreason de- 
hind it, ‘Canada has carned its place 
in the world, and unlike the senatorial 
representatives of its powerful neigh- 
bors, it is not afraid to assume the at- 
tendant responsibilities. In keginning 
its career as a nation by challenging 
both the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, it has set a smart pace for it- 
self,”

one-fourth of the profits, 

For himself, Mr. Marconi stipulates 
that he must have a monopoly for 30 
years, protection during that time 
from competition along his routes by 
other companies, and the sight to ex: 
tend the system to forcign countrics, 
He asks the government obtain any 
sites he may select by condemnation 
proceedings. In national emergen- 
cies, such as war, the inventor agrees 
that tl\e country would be entitled to 
take over the works. 

At the end of 30 years, should it be 
decided to nationalize the system, Mr. 
Marconi wants a refund of the orig- 
inal cost, plus one-tenth of the ‘gross 
receipts for 30 years,
